Let me add that oo lie-. .eumann introduced herself 
to me as a pre-1941 student at Lhe University of Missouri Graduate 
School of Journalism where she had specialised in public opinion 
research. : lie noted that she had been in . Jiolef eli, t'es t Germany, 
the previous day, where sne visited the jritish headquarters of 
the public opinion research work facing supported by British 
M j. 1 i t ary Gove rnmen t . 

7 caution was he iy h toned by that introductory 
remark because I had had a standing order with U. S . military y 
intelligence and documentary research offices for specific names 
of Cost German individuals who had had any responsible work 
record in the public opinion research field either prior to or 
during t'orld far II. 1. had interviewed Germans from the Forth 
Sea to the Alps in an attempt to find one person who would 
qualify, from the point of view of political predisposition 
and talent, as a person worthy to be given support to beg i n 
to revive both a market research and public opinion research 
activity in Lhe "new Germany". 1. suspected at once, of course, 
that Koelle-heumann may have been so well connected in hitler’s 
Reich that her personnel records had icer. corrupted so that the 
net I had thrown out to find people such as she claimed to oe 
slipped through, that net. 

It is painful to ask, further, whether her American
